The true foundation of the ſalick law, is unfolded in the 
third act.

This law was avowed, and re- 
eſtabliſned by the aſſembly of the peers, and by the ſtates gene- 
ral, who decided the queſtion in Philip's favour. This fun-

Edward knew very well the nature of the ſalick law; he 
muſt neceſſarily have known it; ſince Philip le Bel left a 
daughter, which, without this law, had _— excluded 
from the crown both Edward and Philip. And this is what 
hiſtorians, either ill-intentioned or ill-informed, have not 
mentioned; and which makes Smollet ingenuouſly own, that 
Edward had no right to the throne he claimed. FAS 
But Edward's plea was, that the ſalick law excluded fe- 
males only on account of the weakneſs of their ſex ; and there- 
fore that their male*deſcendants, for that very reaſon, could 
not be in the caſe of excluſion ; to which it was anſwered with-
